It is declared that, if Germany closes 
ner frontier to Hungarian products, 
Hungary must answer by a correspond- 
ing measure, end close her frontier not 
only to Germany, but also to the Balkan 
States, in order to exclude all outside 
competition. 

M. de Seell said in the communication 
that Hungary was aware that grave po- 
litical and ecohtlemic consequences might 
resylt from such a policy, since it would 
completely alienate the Balkan States, 
and drive them into the arms of Russia.

BROOKLYN TUNNEL OPPOSITION 


Rapid Transit Board Applies to the Su- 
preme Court for a Special 
Commission. 


Through their counsel, Edward M. ‘Shep- 
ard, the Board of Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioners yesterday applied to the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, 
for the appointment of three Commission- 
ers to determine whether a rapid transit 
railway or railways for public transporta- 
tion, as determined by the board, ought to 
be constructed and operated between Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn. 

The petition of the board sets forth that 


-the board, in January last, by a concurrent 


vote of six members, determined that a 
rapid transit railway, to be called the 
Brooklyn-Manhattan Rapid Transit Rail- 
road, was needed by the public and deter- 
mined the route or routes and the plan of 
construction. The plans were approved by 
the Municipal Assembly and by Mayor 
Van Wyck. Continuing, the petition states 
that the petitioner has been unable to ob- 
tain the consents of owners representing a 
majority in value of the property along 
several of the streets of the route. 

Edward M. Shepard, in an affidavit, says 
that he has learned from talks with a num- 
ber of the property owners that their op- 
position was really an unwillingness to 
execute any consent, lest after the con- 
struction and operation of the road the 
owners should, by reason of the consent, 
be deprived-of some special right by way of 
claim which they might then have for spe- 
cial injury if they should not have signed 
the consents. Mr. Shepard said that in his 
opinion it was not either lawful nor proper 
for the Rapid Transit Board or its attor- 
neys to give any stipulation as to the legal 
effect or operation of a consent. 

The total assessed value of the property 
along the route is given as $20,753,500. 
Property owners representing only $2,225,- 
700 of this amount have consented to the 
construction of the road. 

The court reserved its decision on the ap- 
plication. 


ATLANTIC AVENUE TUNNEL PLAN, 
President Orr and Engineer Parsons 
Examined by Special Board. 
President Alexander E. Orr and Chief 
Engineer William Barclay Parsons of the 
Rapid Transit Commission were examined 
yesterday before the Special Commission 
appointed by the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court to pass upon the proposed 
extension of the tunnel from the Manhat- 
tan Post Office under the East River to 
the Long Island Railroad terminus in At- 
lantic Avenue, Brooklyn. The Special Com- 
missioners are Theron G. Strong, Thomas 
Cc. T. Crain, and Hemry W. Gray, and oth- 
ers in the room were Edward M. Shepard, 
Albert B. Boardman, John De Witt War- 
ner, R. T. Crain, and Theodore Frothing- 

ham. 

President Orr described the route, and in 
answer to a suggestion by Mr. Warner 
that the tunnel be built to accommodate 
four tracks instead of two replied that that 
would too greatly increase the cost of the 
work. 

Mr. Parsons showed the plans for the 
tunnel and described the manner of prose- 
cuting the work, which he said will be done 
in compressed air behind a steel shield, 
which will be advanced as the tunnel pro- 
ceeds. Nearly all the work under the river 
will be through rock, and in some places 
ic will be necessary to dig at a depth of 
seventy feet. The cost of the extension, he 
said, will be $8,000,000, at the least. Trains 
will make the trip in from twelve to four- 
teen minutes. 

The Special Commission will meet again 
Monday. 


GERMAN PRESS ANGRY AGAIN. 


Objects to Manner in Which the Amer- 
ican Tariff Is Applied. 
BERLIN, Sept. 30.—The German news- 
papers assert that the United States Gov- 
ernment has done further injury to German 
imports by a vexatious application of the 
tariff. For instance, jt is alleged that pen- 
holders pay ‘‘enormous duties" because 

they consist of different materials. 
Some journals ask in substance, ‘‘ What 
have we to expect on the part of America 


if our tariff bill becomes law?’’ The Leip- 
ziger Tageblatt (National Liberal) says. 

“If America vexes us so boldly, then we 
must have for America and on account of 
America an autonomous tariff with high 
rates, to teach that country manners.” 

Several papers have recently asserted 
that German sparkling wines and liquors 
pay higher duties in the United States than 
French goods of the same kind; but the 
Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung to-day 
refutes this statement.

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AGER’S WEDDING 
TRIP MAKES TROUBLE 


Newly Married Apartment House 
Owner Faces a Receivership. 


Installments Fali Due on His Property 
While His Honeymoon Is in Prog- 
ress—His Explanation. 


A wedding trip has caused a great deal of 
trouble for the owner of an up-town apart- 
ment house. Incidentally the tenants of 
the house are in somewhat of a quandary 
as to whom to pay their rent. A receiver 
for the property has been appointed, al- 
though the owner says such proceedings 
are not necessary. 

Justice O’Gorman in the Supreme Court 
was to have heard argument yesterday on 
a motion to remove the receiver, but at the 
request of the persons interested the mat- 
ter was adjourned unttfl to-day. 

The house over which the dispute arises 
is at 136 West One Hundred and Thirteenth 
Street, between Seventh and St. Nicholas 
Avenues. It is a five-story building and 
contains about twenty tenants. Abraham 
Rosen is the owner of record. 

Mr. Rosen is a cloak manufacturer, with 
a place of business at 58 East Tenth Street. 
He lives at 1,469 Lexington Avenue. Some 
time ago he purchased the apartment house 
in question. On this was a first mortgage 
of $23,000 in favor of the estate of Freder- 
ick Butterfield. Second mortgages to the 
amount of $13,500 were placed with the 
Bradley & Currier Company. 

Mr. Rosen made an arrangement by which 
he was to pay off the first mortgage in in- 
stallments, and the same conditions exist- 
ed as to the second mortgage. Just what 
happened in connection with this arrange- 
ment is told in Mr. Rosen’s affidavit. 

‘“‘T have been in business in the City of 
New York for over fifteen years,’ says Mr. 
Rosen. ‘‘I am solvent and able to pay my 
just debts. 

“In the month of June of this year I was 
married and left the City of New York ona 
wedding trip, intending to return in about a 
month; that was the dull season of my 
business, and I was able to leave it in 
charge of my bookkeeper, Joseph Norden.” 

Mr. Rosen then goes on to relate how he 
returned to the city for a few days, and 
then left again with his wife, remaining 
away until Aug. 30, He went to his place 
of business on the next Tuesday, and found 
a notice from the Bradley & Currier Com- 
pany that the interest and payment on his 
mortgages were due. He says that he un- 
derstood that the mortgages contained a 
thirty-day foreclosure clause. This would 
have given him until Sept. 19 to pay the 
installments. ‘ 

He was, however, informed by George 
Gulick Bradley, counsel for the Bradley & 
Currier Company, that the mortgage could 
be foreclosed on ten days’ notice. He at 
once tendered the installments, with inter- 
est. They were refused by Mr. Bradley, 
who said he would have to consult his cll- 
ents before receiving the money. It was 
not accepted, and finally Mr. Bradley began 
an action for the foreclosure of the mort- 
gages. 

At this point Mr. Rosen retained the law 
firm of James W. & Charles J. McDer- 
mott to appear for him. Although their ap- 
pearance was duly entered, Mr. Bradley 
went into court and secured the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the property. , 

Mr. Bradley alleges that Mr. Rosen is 
insolvent and that the property is not worth 
the mortgages which have been placed on 
it. In an affidavit James W. McDermott 
shows that he is counsel for the mortgagees 
under the first mortgage, and that they 
consider the property worth at least $35,000. 

Mr. Rosen offers to pay up interest, the 
installments, and expenses if the action is 
discontinued. The action, he declares, could 
never have been started if he had not gone 
away on his wedding trip with the impres- 
sion that the installments could be paid be- 
fore Sept. 19, thus keeping him from being 
in default. 


AGAINST MEXICAN TRUSTS. 


Independents Aroused, and It Is Report- 
ed that President Diaz Will Take 
Antagonistic Action.

AUSTIN, Texas, Sept. 30.—The commty 
nity of interests spirit which has recently 
shown such great advancement in Mexico 
is likely to receive a severe shock before 
long. It is reported on reliable authority 
that President Diaz is considering the ad- 
visability of putting a check on the growth 
of the trusts in that counwy by issuing an 
official decree prohibitiig; such combina- 

tions. 

He has been appealed to for relief by 
many mine eavners who allege that the 
American Smelting and Refining Company 
in their effort to control the output and 
price of ores have closed down without 
cause some of the best mines in the Sier- 
ra Mojada and other mining districts of the 
republic; also that the indepergeont mine 
owners are placed at the mercy 6r the trust 
and are without relief, as all the smelters 
in Mexico are in the gigantic organization. 

It is also said that President Diaz does 
not look with favor upon the movement to 
consolidate the railroad lines of Mexico into 
one or two groups. He believes that sucn 
action will tend to prevent the extensions 
of the existing systems and to retard the 
development of the country. , 

There is some talk that he will not ap- 
prove the recent purchase of the Monterey 
and Mexican Gulf Railroad by the Mexican 
Central Railway Company. Trusts were 
recently formed of the principal cigarette 
factories and many of the larger soap fac- 
tories of Mexico, and a movement is now 
on foot to organize the breweries and cot- 
ton mills into trusts.

Wealthy Man and His Wife at Orange 
Accidentally Turned on Jet 
After Retiring. 

ORANGE, N. J., Sept. 30.—Escaping gas 
nearly caused the death of John H. Cas- 
sidy, a wealthy manufacturer of New York, 
and his wife in their home in Gregory Ave- 
nue, West Orange, Saturday night, and the 
physicians say that Mrs. Cassidy is not 

yet out of danger. 

They are elderly folk and were alone in 
the house, except for a gardener, who slept 
there. He smelled gas in the hallway yes- 


terday morning, and, tracing it to his em- 
ployer’s room, forced the door. He found 
both unconscious, Mrs. Cassidy lying on 
the floor as if she had been overcome while 
attempting to escape, while Mr. Cassidy 
lay in his bed in an adjoining room. The 
man threw open all the windows and hur- 
riedly called physicians, who restored both 
to consciousness after long labor. 

It is believed that one or the other acci- 
dentally turned on a gas jet after putting 
out the light upon retiring. Mr. Cassidy is 
the President of the Cassidy & Son Manu- 
facturing Company of West Twenty-third 
Street, New York City, makers of gas and 
electric fixtures. He and Mrs. Cassidy 
have lived in West Orange for many years. 
No report of the case was made by the 
police, as there is no suspicion that it 
was anything but an accident, and it was 
not until to-day that the fact that the Cas- 
sidys were in such peril became generally 
known to their many friends.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—Rear Admiral 
Robley D. Evans, Capt. T. F. Jewell, and 
Commander James M. Miller were the wit- 
nesses Wefore the Schley court to-day. All 
were called by the Navy Department, and 
were assumed to be hostile to Rear Ad- 
miral Schley. Admiral Evans’s testimony 
confirmed the assumption, but Commander 
Miller surprised everybody by giving strong 
testimony in Schley’s favor. He command- 
ed the collier Merrimac until Hobson sank 
her in the channel. 

Rear Admiral Evans's testimony in sev- 
eral instances was given in a sarcastic 
manner, which seemed to indicate some 
feeling. The only consolation which Schley’s 
counsel got out of his testimony was that 
he flatly contradicted all the testimony 
hitherto introduced on nearly every point. 
All the anti-Schley witnesses are at vari- 
ance with Evans on some point, and many 
of them on nearly all points.

“Was there any place in the vicinity 
of Cape Cruz where large vessels could 
have found protection from westerly or 
southwesterly winds?” 

“There was no place where the — 
ships could take protection from westerly 
and southwesterly winds. The prevailing 
winds were from the east, and a southwest- 
erly wind is of short duration in that vi- 
cinity, and means change of ‘direction to 
the north yery quickly.”’ 

‘Had the fleet of Cervera been in the 
Harbor of Cienfuegos could it have been 
seen by the vessels blockading that port? "’ 

“T should say not. The upper part of 
the masts might have been seen if they 
had been in the stretch of the river where 
it turns to the east, but I should not ex- 
pect to have found them there. If they 
were behind the hill they could not have 
been seen, in my opinion.” 


BEFORE CIENFUEGOS. 


Capt. McCalla then was excused finally, 
and the court adjourned for luncheon, with 
a statement by Capt. Lemly that Rear Ad- 
miral Evans would be the first witness of 
the afternoon sitting. When the court 
convened for the afternoon session Rear 
Admiral Robley D. Evans; who, as Cap- 
tain, commanded the battleship Iowa dur- 
ing the battle off Santiago, was called to 
the witness stand. He stated that he had 
first joined the Flying Squadron off Cien- 
fuegos on May 22 at 1 P. M., when he 
took dispatches from Sampson to Schley. 
These dispatches he had sent to Commo- 
dore Schley by his'executive officer, Com- 
mander Rodgers, he not seeing the Com- 
modore himself. As the dispatches were 
sealed he did not know their contents. 

Judge Advocate—Please state what, if 
anything, was done while the squadron 
was off Cienfuegos toward developing the 
fact as to whether the Spanish squadron, 
under Admiral Cervera was or was not in 
the harbor of Cienfuegos? 

“There was nothing done, 
know.”’ 

“What, if anything, within your knowl- 
edge was done toward destroying or pre- 
venting the further completion of the ene- 
my’s batteries in the vicinity of Cienfue- 
gos?” 

*On Sunday afternoon, I am quite sure 
it was, Commodore Schley formed his 
Squadron in columns and stood in to a 
range of about a mile and half from shore, 
made a turn and stood out again. That is 
the only thing I know.” 

‘Was any attack made upon the enemy, 
or by the enemy at that time?”’ 

‘No. They all got up and stood on the 
breastworks and looked at us. We steamed 
ieee again. There was no firing on either 
side.”’ 

* Were you then within range of the bat- 
teries in the vicinity of Cienfuegos, with 
the heavier guns of your ship?’’ 

**I did not see any batteries. There was 
a work they were completing there.”’ 

“Were you within range of this?”’ 

“Quite easy range, yes.”’ 

“The battery of the Iowa consisted of 
what?” 

‘Four twelve-inch, eight eight-inch, and 
twelve four-inch guns.” 

‘*“Where there embryo batteries within 
range of your eight-inch guns when you 
steamed in?”’ 

“They were within easy range.” 

“Were they within range of the four- 
inch guns?”

“Did the lowa coal ship while off Cien- 
fuegos, and, if so, how much did she take?” 

** We took jn 250 tons of coal on the 23d. 
We began about 7 in the morning and 
stopped at 6 in the afternoon. We took 
coal from a collier alongside, the Merrimac, 
I think.’’ 

The witness said he could have coaled on 
the 27th also, as the sea was smooth. 

Speaking of the condition the weather 
made by the Iowa on May 24 and 25, the 
witness said that on the evening of the 
24th it was squally; that on the morning of 
the 25th the sky was overcast and that the 
weather was again squally; on the after- 
noon it was worse, there being a good deal 
of rain, with a long sea. He said that after 
leaving Cienfuegos the vessel had steamed 
to a point about thirty miles south of San- 
gage. arriving there on the evening of the 
26th, and that at that time the squadron 
was heading to the east. The weather at 
that time, he said, was not such as to pre- 
vent the coaling of ships at that date. he 
Iowa at that time had about 825 tons of 
coal aboard, or sufficient for steaming 3,000 
miles. On blockade the ship used about 
thirty or forty tons of coal a day. 

“Why was the retrograde movement 
made’?’’ asked Judge Advocate Lemly. 

*T do not know,’ was the reply. 

“Was any effort made by the Flying 
Squadron on May 28, 29, or 30 to communi- 
cate with the insurgents on shore, near 
Santiago?” 

“None, to my knowledge.”’ 


BOMBARDING THE COLON. 


Testifying that he had first seen the Co- 
lon on May 29, Admiral Evans said that 
vessel was not inside the harbor at all, but 
was about 1,500 yards inside the Morro. He 
then detailed the particulars of the bom- 
bardment of the Colon on May 31, saying 
that on the forenoon of that day Commo- 
dore Schley had signaled to transfer the 
flag to the Massachusetts; that she was 
going in to engage the Colon. Describing 
that engagement, the witness said: 

“About 12:55 I saw the first shot from 
the Massachusetts fall short a long dis- 
tance, and supposing she was firing at 
7,000 yards, I gave the range to my guns 
8,000 yards, I saw these shots fall short, 
and increased the ‘range to 9,000 yards. 
After the Massachusetts had passed the 
entrance to the harbor she turned with port 
helm and steamed back, the New Orleans 
mnd the Iowa following. On the run back 
aeross the harbor I again fired at 10,000 
ryards. The shots still fell short, and as the 

assachusetts and New Orleans slowed 
down and stopped after they got across, I 
slowed my engines, then increased the 
range to 11,000 yards and fired two shots 
from the forward twelve-inch turret. The 
first one was fired by Lieut. Vandeuser at 
11,000 yards. 

‘“‘T saw that it fell short. Lieut. Hill had 
the other gun in that turret. I gave him 
the range at 11,500 yards, and he fired, and 
that shot struck very near the stern of the 
Colon. Both twelve-inch guns were dis- 
abled by the fire from that extreme eleva- 
tion. After that we stood a mile and a 
half, possibly two miles, to our blockading 
station again. That was all I saw done to 
injure the Colon.”’ 

Admiral Evans said that he had not gone 
in nearer to the Colon on the occasion of 
the bombardment of that vessel because he

The witness was then 
blockade off Santiago under Commodore 
Schley. He said the squadron stood seven 
or eight miles out during the daytime, and 
a little further out at night, with the Vixen 
and the Marblehead on the inside at night. 
The Judge Advocate asked the witness con- 
cerning a statement made by a. Lieutenant 
of the Spanish Navy, printed by the Navy 
Department, to the effect that at dark the 
American ships withdrew to the southward, 
disappearing. The introduction of this book 
was objected to, and Admiral Dewey said: 
“The witness has already told what dis- 
tance was maintained by the fleet. We 
don’t care for that kind of information. 
Admiral Evans was there and can answer 
for himself. We want facts; not newspaper 
articles.”’ ‘ 


THE FIGHT AT SANTIAGO. 


Describing the battle of Santiago, Ad- 
miral Evans said: ‘After Admiral Cer- 
vera's fleet came out of the harbor the 
lowa went to the centre of the line, with 


the Brooklyn to the left and the Texas be- 
tween them.” 

Capt. Lemly—Do you remember what ves- 
sels were between them?

LOST HIS MEMORANDA. 


On his cross-examination by Mr. Rayner, 
Admiral Evans said that he had left Key 
West with the Iowa for Cienfuegos on 
May 20, and that he knew before leaving 
that port that a secret code had been ar- 


ranged for communicating with the insurg- 
ents on shore at Cienfuegos, as Capt. 
Chadwick had given him this information. 

‘“*He came on board the Iowa," said the 
witness, ‘‘ to deliver dispatches to me before 
we got under way. To my best knowledge 
and belief he gave me a written memo- 
randum containing the secret code, but not- 
withstanding, I have made diligent searches 
among my papers for this document, I huve 
failed to find it.’ 

Mr. Rayner—Can you refresh your mem- 
ory about this memorandum? There is no 
doubt about one thing, and that is that the 
Iowa carried dispatches. 

‘“*None whatever.’’ F 

‘“When were those dispatches delivered 
to Commodore Schley? ”’ 

‘*They were delivered between 12:30 ard 
1 o’clock on the afternoon of the 22d.”’ 

‘Did you read the memorandum about 
signals given to you by Capt. Chadwick?” 

‘Certainly I did, but not the dispatches 
to Commodore Schley.” 

Mr. Rayner here exhibited to the witness 
two memoranda from the official reports, 
but Admiral Evans said that neither of 
these was the document to which he had 
reference. That, he said, was the code of 
signals with the insurgents. ihe 

“ What became of that memorandum?” 

“As 1 told you, I lost it. I searched 
everywhere and tried to find it. In fact, 
I am not sure it was a memorandum.” 

“When did you search for this memo? 

“T searchcd within the last month for it, 
ever since the question has been raised in 
the newspapers about my not having given 
Commodore Schley this information.’& 

“Then, did you inform Commodore Schley 
that this system of signals had been ar- 
ranged?”’ 

‘*] did not. It never entered my 
that he did not know it.”’ 

‘The Marblchead heing the vesgel that 
established this code, and Corfmodore 
Schley’s squadron having arrived at Key 
West before the Marblehead got there, how 
did it get into your mind that Commodore 
Schley must have known of the signal 
code?”’ 

‘““You make the mistake of supposing that 
I knew this was done by the Marblehead. 
I had no knowledge that the Marblehead 
had arranged these signals. They were 
simply given to ine by the Chief of Staff 
as a system of signals."’ 

‘‘Upon what ground did you suppose that 
Commodore Schley knew it?”’ 

‘Tle was the commanding officer of the 
squadron.” 

‘* From what sources did you suppose he 
got this information? ”’ 

“IT did not suppose anything about it. It 
never entered my head. If it had I’ should 
have said, of course, that the commanding 
officer of a naval force would not expect 
one of his junior Captains to give him in- 
formation about“his signals. It was given 
to me as a piece of information which I 
thought every Captain in the fleet had. I 
never thought of Commodore Schley in con- 
nection with it. If I had supposed for a 
moment that Commodore Schley did not 
have it, I would have given it to him the 
first thing on my arrival there. I did not 
intend to say that Commodore Schley had 
this signa) code.’’ 


THE BROOKLYN'S LOOP. 


At this point Mr. Rayner produced Ad- 
miral Evans's book, ‘‘ A Sailor’s Log,’’ and 
began to quote a passage from it on the 
subject of the code, when the Judge Ad- 


vocate interrupted with an objection, which 
was sustained by the Court, Admiral Dewey 
remarking: ‘I would rather you would get 
the statement from the witness.”” Mr. Ray- 
ner, then, while reading from the book, put 
the question: ‘‘Have you ever stated,” 
(quoting from Admiral Evans's book,) ‘‘* IJ, 
of course, took it for granted that the Com- 
modore understocd those signals as well as 
I did. Otherwise, I should have informed 
him of their significance?’ "’ 

“That is absolutely a fact,’’ replied the 
witness. 

‘Therefore, you did take it for granted 
that the Commodore understood the sig- 


= aa.” 

‘He could not have understood the sig- 
nal unless he knew something about it, 
could he?’’ s 

*“‘T took it for granted he understood it.’’ 

‘‘ Well, you found out that he did not un- 
derstand it, did you not?” 


‘RG? 


Mr. Rayner questioned Admiral Evans 
at some length concerning the ‘signals as 
displayed on the coast, near Cienfuegos, 
which the Admiral said the officer of the 
deck had told him had been seen on May 22 
and 23, but the witness said that he had 
had no conversation with Admiral Schley 
about these lights and had made no report 
to him as to their appearance or signifi- 
cance. 

Mr. Rayner then changed the base of his 
examination from Cienfuegos to Santiago 
and began by asking Admiral Evans if he 
had seen the official chart showing the 
pesitions of the Brooklyn and other battle- 
ships on the day of the battle off Santiago, 
July 3, 1898. The Admiral replied that he 
had seen the chart, but that it was wrong. 

Mr. Rayner—When did you first know 
about the turn of the Brooklyn, as you 
say, a short distance from the Texas? 

“When I saw her cross the bow of the 
Texas.” 

‘**Do you recollect the conversation you 
had with Commodore Schley the 5th of 
July, the second day after the battle, re- 
garding the loop of the Brooklyn?” 

‘*No, Sir; I do not. I don’t remember the 
subject at all.”’ 

“You do not reeollect that Commodore 
Schley first told you on July 5 that it was 
the Brooklyn and not the Texas that made 
the turn?’ 

“*T never imagined anything of the sort.” 

‘* Give briefly the purport of your conver- 
sation with Commodore Schley.” 


AFTER THE BATTLE. 


* Briefly, as I recollect the conversation, 
he was talking to a person named Graham. 
jHe was sitting at his desk writing. I 
walked into his cabin to make a report, 
He put his hand on my shoulder and said, 
‘Bobby, I am just writing my report of 
the battle of the 8d of July.’ He said, ‘[ 
have said of you that you handled your 


ship with consummate skill.’ Then he in- 
troduced me to Mr. Graham. Then Capt, 
Cook came in and asked me if I would tell 
him whether the position of certain Span- 
ish ships was correct, which came out first, 
&c.; that he had been a little confused in 
his mind. We talked a few minutes and I 
then went into Capt. Cook’s cabin.” 

“You do not recollect the conversation 
going over the particulars of the turn that 
the Brooklyn made and the remark that 
Ccmmodore Schley made at that time about 
Capt. Philip when you said you thought it 
was RS Philip of the Texas who made 

e turn?” 

**T never said that. Absolutely, I never 
said such a thing, because the Texas was

right under my eye all the time. She never 
turned at all.” 

Concerning the position of the Brooklyn 
and the Texas on the day of the battle, the 
witness said: ‘‘ The Brooklyn was danger- 
ously near the Texas. I should say, within 
100 yards of her.”’ 

“What was your position just at that 
time when she crossed the course of the 
Texas, relative to the Brooklyn and the 
Texas?" 

“The Iowa was heading straight in for 
the Spanish fleet, to intercept the Viscaya 
at that time. She was heading more to the 
northward than the Texas. The Texas 
was headed off more to the west. When I 
saw the Brooklyn the third time she was 
across the bow of the Texas, heading 
south.” , 

A When did you see her next, if at all?” 

After the Oquendo went ashore my at- 
tention was called to the Brooklyn by some 
one on the bridge, who remarked: ‘ The 
Brooklyn is knocked out.’ She was then 
hotly engaged with her starboard battery. 
She was headed parallel with the course of 
the Colon, I should say.” 

Mr. Rayner questioned the witness again 
with reference to statements made in his 
(Admiral Evans's) book, asking him 
whether he had ever said he felt ‘* reason- 
gbly sure” that the Spanish fleet was in 
the harbor of Santiago. The witness said 
that he had made that statement, but that 
t was a conclusion, based on the fact 
that the Spaniards were not at Cienfuegos, 
that they had not gone westward, and 
that from a military point of view San- 
tiago was the place where they were most 
apt to be. 

“That was simply your opinion then and 
not a matter of information,” suggested 
Mr. Rayner, to which the witness replied 
in the affirmative. Mr. Rayner then re- 
marked that he had never before entirely 
understood upon what the Admiral had 
based his statements. 

“IT think you did,” said the Admiral. 

‘I assure you I had never read it be- 
fore,” responded Mr. Rayner. 

“You have read it three times to me, so 
that you cannot say that you never read 
the statement before.”’ 

Admiral Dewey—Remarks will be con- 
fined to questions and ans*vers. 

Admiral Evans then, in response to a 
question from Mr. Rayner, said that he 
had been called to the deck of the Iowa on 
the evening of July 2.by Lieut. Hill, who 
was the deck officer, and who had called 
his attention to columns of smoke rising 
from the entrance to the harbor. The 
Lieutenant had remarked that it was his 
opinion that the Spaniards were preparing 
to come out, but he (Admiral Evans) ex- 
pressed the opinion that they were merely 
shifting their berths, as they had done on 
previous occasions. However, the signal 
at that time had been prepared and was 
kept in readiness all night, saying that the 
enemy were escaping. 


HAD NO INSTRUCTIONS. 


Mr. Rayner then surrendered the witness 
temporarily, saying that he would have 
further questions to ask, butethat he de- 
sired some time to. prepare them, It was 
arranged that these questions could be de- 
ferred until to-morrow and in the meantime 
Capt. Lemly made some interrogations on 


redirect examination. He asked: ‘“ Under 
What instruction, verbal, written, or by 
signal from the flagship Brooklyn, did you 
manoeuvre the Iowa during the naval bat- 
tle of Santiago July 3, 1898?” 

‘I never saw any signal from her. I did 
not manoeuvre in obedience to any signal 
from the Brooklyn. I did not see any sig- 
nals aboard her.’’ 

Or any written or verbal instructions? ”’ 

‘“* None whatever.’’ 

“ What instruction, oral or written, did 
you have from Commodore Schley relative 
to the order of blockade or order of vdattle 
while a part of the Flying Squadron?” 

“The order of blockade was to form col- 
umn double distance and cruise in that 
formation,”’ 

‘Was there any prescribed order of bat- 
tle by which you would have been guided 
if the enemy’s ships had come out of San- 
tiago Harbor prior to June 1, 1898?” 

“ There was none.”’ 

Returning to the departure of the Flying 
Squadron from Cienfuegos Mr. Hanna 
asked: ‘* What steps were taken, if any, to 
mask the movements of that squadron in 
accordance with orders? ”’ 

“There were no lights shown on the 
piyios Squadron on blockade, except, I 
believe, we did have a light on the stern of 
each ship.” 

By the Court—Was any ‘further effort 
made by the Flying Squadron to destroy 
the Spanish squadron? 

‘* None, if by ‘further’ you mean the ac- 
tion of May 31.”’ 

* Was the fire of the enemy’s batieries 
on the 3lst heavy enough to seriously en- 
danger the attacking ships?’”’ 

‘*No, Sir, it was not heavy at all. The 
projectiles mostly fell a long way short cf 
us. Two, I think, passed over my ship.’”* 

‘*In the attack on the Colon on May 31 
did any of the enemy’s shot fall near the 
squadron?” 

“Two, I think, fell near the Iowa.”’ 

“Would it have been possible for the 
Iowa to coal from,the Merrimac early in 
the afternoon of May 26?’ 

‘*TIt would have been.” 

‘De you know of any reason why the 
ships could not get nearer the Colon on 
May 31?” 

ze know of no reason why they could 
not.’’ 

“Do you know whether there is good an- 
chorage under the lee of Jardinillas bank, 
where large vessels would be sheltered from 
westerly winds? ’”’ 

**I do not.’”’ 

‘Are you familiar with 
coast of Cuba, between 
Santiago?’’ 

‘Fairly familiar with it; yes, Sir.” 

“Are there any positions betweg1 Cien- 
fuegos and the neighborhood of wantiago 
where vessels can coal in rough weather?” 

‘Between Cienfuegos and Santiago I 
know of no place where they could coal in 
rough weather.” 

“Was there any period between May 24 
and May 26 when the Iowa could not have 
coaled from the collier Merrimac?” 

‘“She could not have coaled from 8 o'clock 
in the morning of the 25th until 8 or 9 
o’clock on the morning of the 26th, when it 
moderated.”’ 

At this point the court adjourned until 
to-morrow, with the understanding that 
Rear Admiral Evans was then to continue 
his testimony.

ENCOURAGEMENT FOR TEAM 


Candidates for Places on the ‘Varsity 
Eleven Show Ability in Pre- 
liminary Work. 


Three hundred Columbia students gath- 
ered on South Field yesterday to watch 
the Columbia football players in their first 
home practice of the season. In the devel- 
opments of the day they found one or two 
happenings more encouraging than those 

+ which have so far marked the season's 
progress in Columbia football. 

The most gratifying features of the prac-

left tackle, Stow; left guard, Duden; centre, 
Bruce; right guard, Shaw; right tackle, 
Martin; right end, Fitzpatrick; quarter 
back, Willard; left half back, Fisher; right 
half back, Pembroke; full back, Benjamin. 

It was a green’ combination, but Sanford, 
in football attire, got into the game and 
coached the men by personal example.

He ran 
the team with enthusiasm and speed and 
formed well in the interference. A little 
later, when he Was put at defensive quar- 
ter, Sanford complimented him for the 
plucky way in which he threw himself at 
the mterference and downed the man with 
the ball. In opening up a hole for the 
backs Martin also did some good work. He 
is short, heavy, and strong, and has an 
effective way of bucking into_ the line. 
When Sanford took to coaching Fitzpatrick 
at end the novice rather pleasantly sur- 
prised the coach by the sure way in which 
he tackled him. ‘* See if you can get by 
him,’ Sanford said, turning to a half back, 
*T cant.” = 

After the team had been at this sort of 
work for some time, Sanford took Willard, 
Van Hoevenberg, Duden, and Shaw and 
made a line of them for the opposing force 
of Goodman, Benjamin, Pembroke, Stow, 
Martin, and Bruce to attack. Willard 
showed up splendidly in defense, as did 
Martin for the attack. There were some 
sharp scrimmages that gave promise of 
keen practice games when Sanford picks 
his ‘Varsity and scrub, After a short ses- 
sion at this the players, together with some 
other novices, O’Neill and Sladkus, caught 
punts again. That ended the practice. 

The debarred players, looking studious 
with books in hand, watched the practice 
for a while and then went to the library to 
study for the coming examinations, in 
which suceess will mean a return to Colum- 
bia’s weakened eleven. One little ray of 
hope came in the report that Terence Mur- 
phy, who tried for the team early last sea- 
son, but later was rejected by the Faculty, 
had some prospect of playing this year. 

* Bill’’ Morley, last year’s Coptaln of the 
eleven, has been in receipt of letters con- 
gratulating him on his reported marriage, 
and expressing the writer’s good wishes for 
‘*Mrs. Morley.”’ There have also been many 
personal congratulations, and in view of the 
fact that his marriage is a joke of the team, 
Morley is growing tired of such congratula- 
tions, and wants it announced that he is 
not married, and does not expect to be. 

Because of the fact that the average body 
of undergraduates had seen fit to criticise 
the Faculty Committee on Athletics for not 
announcing the disbarment of the students 
until it was so late that the eleven had no 
time to make suitable preparations before 
the game with Buffalo, the committee made 
answer yesterday that its course was un- 
avoidable. By the rules governing Colum- 
bia sport the manager of an athletic team 
must furnish the committee with the list of 
men who are to play on his team, with 
their records, for examination and approval. 
In this instance the list was not submitted 
to the committee till noon on Friday, the 
day set for the departure to Buffalo. As 
soon as possible, then, in the six hours, at 
their disposal, the Faculty examined the 
eligibility of the play®rs and barred those 
ineligible. The committee emphasizes the 
fact that had the list been submitted sooner 
its decision could have been announced 
within a few hours after the receipt of the 
players’ names.

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THREE IN A HEAD FINISH 


The Rhymer, Herbert, and Ter- 
minus Made'a Spectacular Race. 


TWO McCAFFERTY HORSES WON 


McAddie Took the Selling Stakes and 
Alpen Captured the’ Last Purse 
at Gravesend. 


It was well worth the journey to the 
Gravesend race track yesterday to see the 
finish for the fourth event, a nose and 
nose fight to the last stride between three 
horses, with victory in the final jump for 
the outsider of the trio, a triumph so well 
earned that the spectacle recompensed even 
the backers of the beaten horses. The 
Rhymer was the winner, with so little the 
advantage as he passed the post that race- 
goers were divided in opinion as. to which 
had won between the three horses, The 
Rhymer, Herbert, or Terminus, the official 
placing being in the order in which the 
horses are named. This race was the re- 
deeming feature of the afternoon, for aside 
from it the racing was rather common- 
place. 

The track was heavy and holding from 
the effects of the rain on Sunday, but the 
weather was pleasant, and the attendance, 
fully up to the average. The fields were 
well balanced, too, and made uncommonly 
open betting events, no race of the day 
bringing out an odds on favorite. i 

The most spirited betting contest of the 
afternoon was that which produced the sen- 
sational finish, this being the handicap for 
horses of all ages, at one mile and a fur- 
long, in which only four of the nine horses 
named on the programme answered the 
call to the post, with Herbert the top 
weight and favorite at 6 to 5, Terminus the 
second choice, and The Rhymer the next 
best supported, while even the outsider, St. 
Finnan, was heavily backed. At the fall 
of the flag St. Finnan went on to the front, 
with Terminus following him, and Herbert 


last. So far back in the early stages of the 
race was Herbert, however, that the back: 
ers of the favorite began to despair. 

On the turn into the™back stretch, how- 
ever, Herbert went up with a rush, and as 
the horses entered the straight, there raced 
up to the leader, and in the next half fur- 
long ghowed his head in front. St. Finnan 
hung with him until the far turn was 
reached, where he fell back, Terminus then 
going on after the favorite, with The Rhy- 
mer just beginning to move up. On the 
turn into the stretch for the run home both 
Herbert and Terminus went wide, and the 
clever Western rider, Woods, who had the 
mount on The Rhymer, slipping up on the 
rail, made up at least four Iengths on the 
leaders on that turn, and then sat down 
and rode home in his best style. 

Into the last furlong the race seemed to 
be between Herbert and Terminus, but from 
that point to the winning post The Rhymer 
was up with them, and all three were,» 
fighting their hardest with whips flying 
and spurs at work. Smith, on Herbert, 
had erred in making his run too soon, but 
he atoned for this in a measure by the 
vigor of his finish, while Bullman on Ter- 
minus rode about the strongest race that 
he has ridden this Fall. The combination 
of Woods and The Rhymer was the best, 
however, and squeezing home on the rail, 
with both the others crowding over on 
him, The Rhymer got. to the post first by 
a matter of an inch or two, with Herbert 
a similar distance before Terminus, St. 
Finnan being. beaten off. 

The nominal feature of the card was the 
third race, the Parkville Handicap for three 
year olds. over the short six furlongs 
course, In this Chuctanunda was the 
favorite at 11 to 5, but after getting off 
back in the crowd of ten starters he was 
never a contender, McAddie, who_ broke 
in the front rank, jumping into the lead in 
the first few strides, and racing there to the 
end, winning handily by a length from 
Paul @ifford, who was second nearly all 
the way. ‘Three of the purse races were 
won in exactly the same style, Trump, 
Whisky King, and Batyah, in the first, 
second, and fifth races respectively, each 
getting away in the lead and winning after 
having made all the running. Whisky 
King’s performanee was a notable one, as 
that two-year-old carried 122 pounds and 
easily raced away from a lot of old horses. 
The last race produced a more sensational 
struggle, John J. McCafferty, owner of Mc- 
Addie, in this winning his second race of 
the day. A'pen this time was the McCaf- 
ferty representative, and after starting a 
hot favorite, had to race in his best from 
end to-end, to stall off the effort of Astor 
to take the track and make a runaway race 
of it. In the end Alpen drew out and won 
by a length, but Astor gave the followers 

“of the favorite a very uneasy time until 
the post had been passed. Blueaway, once 
a good selling class horse, in this race fell 
dead on the paddock turn, after running 
last all the way.

Justice O’Gorman Reserves Decision on 
Writ Restraining Justice Jerome 
from Trying Mr. Devery— 


Captains Moved. 


Police Commissioner Murphy said yester- 
day that he would announce probably to- 
day the action he would take on the Mer- 
chants’ Association’s charges against his 
deputy, William S. Devery. It was pointed 
| out to the Commissioner that the Corpora- 

tion Counsel's opinion gave him the choice 

of three lines of action: To give the mer 
chants a hearing, to deny them one, 6r to 
rémove Mr. Devery summarily. He was 
asked if he had yet determined which 
course he would pursue. 

‘“‘It would be very imprudent for me to 
say what I am-going to do,’’ he replied. 

The attention of the Commissioner was 
called to the remark made by Dr. Park- 
hurst in his sermon on Sunday that the 


heads of all city departments ought to be’ 
placed in the electric chair at the same time 
the assassin of Mr. Mckinley was put to 
death. 

“'That’s a fine Christian spirit, is 
not?’’’ said Mr. Murphy.

nation. The insubordination consisted in 
detying Mr. Devery, his trial judge. The 


Deputy Commissioner was represented in | 


the argument by Lawyers Samuel and 
Maurice Untermyer, Abraham *I. Elkus, 
and Byron Traver. Justice Jerome was rep- 
| resented by John G. Carlisle, and the peo- 
ple by Deputy Assistant District Attorney 
| Howard Gans. 
|} Samuel Untermyer opened the argument 
| for his client by declaring that the charges 
against the Deputy Commissioner were 
trifling and frivolous. Then he said: 

‘The revolting spectacle of a Magistrate, 
an inferior one at that, dragging his court 
into politics is one of the many unpleasant 
facts that I will have to call to mind. 
‘Whenever a spectacular job has to be done 
Jerome presents himself for the purpose. 
He has gone into people’s houses with a 
jimmy and a pistol, broken open hoyses, 
and done things which tend to degrade the 
law and the judiciary. And this last at- 
tempt of Justice Jerome—to try Mr. Devery 
for acts committed by him when wearing 
the cloak of judicial office—caps the cli- 
max. We allege specific bias as one of the 
reasons why Mr. Jerome cannot sit in judg- 
ment of Deputy Commissioner Devery.”’ 

Mr. Untermyer -then went into the de- 
tails of the case, calling to mind the occa- 
sion when Justice Jerome was reported to 
have said that Mr. Devery was no gentle- 
man. Finally reverting to the.legal issues 
involved he said that whereas private citi- 
zens might be amenable for their acts Mr. 
Devery as a judicial! officer could not be 
called to account by the criminal law for 
any act committed by him while wearin 
the robes of his judicial office. Mr. Unter- 
myer apgued that Mr. Devery'’s judicial 
functions were much higher than the func- 
tions ofa committing magistrate, such as 
Justice Jerome. He said that Mr. Devery’s 
acts in the trial of policemen could not be 
reviewed by Justice Jerome any more than 
could the acts of a Justice of thé Supreme 
Court. 

Mr. Carlisle opened his argument by as- 
serting that the question involved was 
whether Justice Jerome had jurisdiction 
to give Mr. Devery a hearing of the 
charges of misdemeanor brought against 
him. He said that his .opponents argued 
that Devery, being a judge of a high court, 
was not answerable fgr any acts commit- 
ted by him, however ‘willful or malicious, 
He said that according to the contention 
of Mr. Devery’s counsel any man accused 
of crime could come-into the Supreme Court 
and ask for judgment to be passed as to 
his guilt or innocence before a committing 
magistrate had had time to determine 
whether there was enough evidence to hold 
him for_a higher tribunal. 

Mr. Carlisle then argued that Mr. Dever 
was not a judicial officer but a police of- 
ficer, and that whatever judicial powers 
he had were delegated to him by his su- 
perior, Commissioner’ Murphy. He said 
that Mr. Devery’s powers were merely dis- 
eiplinary. That he might reprimand and 
might impose a fine, but-that he could not 
collect the fine or issue execution against 
the property of the person fined, nor could 
he sdize his person as any court or consti- 
tuted judicial officer could do. He finished 
his argument by ¢Iting authorities in sup- 
port of his argument. 

Mr. Gans, for the District Attorney’s of- 
fice, then made a brief speech, in which 
he went over the ground of the complaint 
of Policeman O'Neill against the Deputy 
Commissioner arid answered some of Mr. 
Untermyer’s attacks. Mr. Blkus then re- 
joined, answering Mr. Carlisle’s arguments 
that Mr. Devery was not a regularly con- 
stituted judicial officer, and made an ex- 
haustive review of decisions bearing on 
that point. Justice O’Gorman reserved de- 
cision. 

Argument on the motion to dismiss the 
indictment against Edward G. Glennog, Mr. 
Devery’s ‘‘ wardman,’’ was renewed Before 
Judge Foster, in Part I. of! General Ses- 
sions, yesterday, and again adjourned until 
next Monday, at the request of James W. 
Ridgway, counsel for Glennon, on the 
ground that he was not able to argue the 
motion, as the order of the Court that the 
minutes of the Grand Jury be furnished 
him had not been obeyed.

THE MASSACRE IN SAMAR. 

In due time we shall have from offi- 
cial sources such as the 
of that ill-fated cémpany of 
the Ninth Infantry can furnis® concern- 
ing the manner in which they were am- 
bushed, entrapped, and massacred. But 
we may be prettY sure, on the bare an- 
nouncement of the disaster, what the 
explanation will in effect be. It will be 
that a company of men who had long 
taken precautions against danger, and 
found’ them superfluous and onerous, 
had ceased to take them in full. What 
tas happened to these soldiers is what 


information 
survivors 


is liable te happen to any man engaged 
in dangerous calling, in whom long 
immunity to danger has bred disbelief 
He may pay 
the penalty of his overconfidence. These 
men have paid it. If there be any offi- 
cer left surviving who was in any way 
responsible for the neglect of the com- 
to take the precautions which 
should attach to service in the enemy’s 
country, doubtless receive the 
punishment which he deserves. 

But nothing could be much more ab- 
surd than the suggestion that our adopt- 
ed and accepted and “indorsed” policy 
with respect to the Philippines shall be 
reversed and undone because, on one of 
the outlying islands of the archipelago, 
a company of infantry has been caught 
napping. We have ample evidence that 
our rulé is satisfactory to the best ele- 
ments of the Filipino population, which 
has never even dreamed for itself of any- 
thing like what we mean by self-govern- 
ment. We know, too, that as the knowl- 
edge of our good intentions toward the 
islanders penetrates into the outlying 
parts the acquiescence in our rule and 
the welcome of it extend likewise. And, 
as to this painful little episode, in which 
a detachment of the forces of civiliza- 
tion and progress has been worsted, 
what can we say except what Fitz 
JAMES STEPHEN said of the inevitable 
triumph of those forces: ‘‘ In remote dis- 
tricts a criminal may occasionally over- 
power an isolated policeman, just as a 
dwarf might hold down the little finger 
of a giant’s left hand if the hand were 
placed in a suitable position.” Not one 
such incident, nor twenty such, can dis- 
turb the confidence of the great ma- 
jority of the voters of the United States 
that the policy which we have deliber- 
ately adopted in respect to the archi- 
pelago is a policy for the amelioration, 
by aeration, of the condition of the 
natives, and that it is, in the circum- 
stances, our bounden duty to pursue it, 
even though we should never get back 
anything of the money we are forced to

THE RICH AND THE ANARCHISTS. 

It is the opinion of Dr. PARKHURST that 
the Tammany administration under 
which we live is “anarchy from the top 
down: solid, unmitigated, devilish.”’ It 
is not anarchy, of course, or anything 
remotely resembling anarchy, but Dr. 
PARKHURST wanted to say that we have 
a very bad City Government, and chose 
this way of making his statement em- 
phatic and startling. Then his whetoric 
took control of his thinking, and he went 


on in this-remarkable way: 


It would send a thrill down the whole 
ulsing body of the times if in the same 
four that CzoLaosz goes to the electric 
chair the general body of our Local Govern- 
ment could be put in the chair along with 
him, and anarchy individual and anarchy 
organized be consigned to the abysses of 
reprobation by one and the same current, of 
electric damnation. F 


There is no “general body of our Local 
Government ” save that made up of men 
—the Mayor, the heads of departments, 
and the like. So, if we feel impelled to 
look for a meaning in the words of Dr. 
PARKHURST we shall find it to be this: 
That if the officers of the City Govern- 
ment were put to death in the electric 
chair in the same hour with the assassin 
of McKINLpy, a thrill would go down the 
whole pulsing body of our time—or, in 
English speech, there would be a big 
sensation. 

This was said in a sermon at the Madi- 
son Square Presbyterian Church. Dr. 
PARKHURST also made these observations 
on the provoking causes of the anarchist- 
ic spirit: 

I do not defend anarchy, and I do not 
criticise wealth, but I urge that it-is simply 
the Christian obligation resting upon men 
of considerable means that they should re- 
frain from so advertising the enormity of 
their accumulations as to accentuate in the 


mind of the poor man the poverty of his 
own condition. 


Great wealth “advertised ”’ 
fectually by founding a university as by 
indulgence in what the dabblers in So- 
cialism call culpable luxury. Mr. CARNE- 
Gig-has given millions to the Scotch uni- 
versities, millions for public libraries in 
this city, and millions for other 
libraries in many cities and towns. Un- 
questionably he has advised poor men 
of the enormity of his accumulations. 
But President ScHURMAN said the other 
day that Mr. CARNBGIE’s great benefac- 
tions were a powerful influence in coun- 
teracting and checking the growth of the 
anarchistic spirit. 

Dr. PARKHURST would doubtless aver 
that he did not have Mr. CARNEGIE or 
any of the great philanthropists’in mind 
when he put the advertising of wealth 
under the ban. Of course not. But if 
any man by his brains and his abilities 
and his opportunities has come into the 
possession of millions, must he live in a 
cave on chuck steak and rye bread for 
fear of reminding the poor of their con- 
dition? The vulgar ostentations of 
wealth are simply vulgar, and that is 
the worst thing to be said about them. 
They do not raise up Anarchists of the 
breed of CzoLGcosz. Students of economic 
laws find palliations for the extrava- 
gances of the rich in the fact that the 
money they spend is widely distributed 
among the industrious persons who sup- 
ply their needs or render service to them. 
Students of the delusions of the An- 
archists do not find that resentment of 
the comforts and ease of millionaires 
plays any large part in their broodings. 
They have dreamed out a condition of 
society in which there is to be no gov- 
ernment and no laws save those which 
each man makes for himself. With such 
persons it is not necessary to seek an 
immediate external cause of the inward 
malady. It harks back usually to re- 
moter causes, to conditions of slaving 
toil, hardship, and deprivation, it may 
be, in which ancestral degeneration was 
progressive and mental and moral im- 
pairment had its beginn’ag. We are un- 
able to perceive the relation between 
the spending of great fortunes and the 
birth of the criminal impulse to kill rul- 
ers. The attempt to set up that imagi- 
nary relation savors of pulpit yellow- 
ness. .

MR. WHITNEY ON HORSE RACING. 

To everybody who desires that horse 
racing should be a sport which shall 
commend itself, simply in virtue of its 
picturesqueness and excitement, to re- 
spectable and fastidious persons, Mr. W. 
C. WHuItItTNEY’s letter, which we print 
elsewhere, will be of interest and en- 
couragement. ‘And such people we be- 
lieve to include almost all respectable 
persons except those survivors, if any 
there be, of MAcAULAY’s Puritans, who 
objected to bear baiting, ‘‘ not because it 
gave pain to the bear, but because it 
gave pleasure to the spectators.” All 
other persons will read with pleasure 
Mr. WHITNEY’s avowal that ‘as one who 
derives great satisfaction from horses,” 
he has retired from the English turf 
simply because he finds that the Ameri- 
ean turf can fill the field of ambition of 
an American owner and breeder. 

It is quite true, according to Mr. 
WHITNEY'’s reservation, that we have not 
yet made any, American “turf event” 
of so world-wide fame and aspiration as 
the classic events of the English turf, 
the Derby, the Oaks, the St. Leger, 

the great Autumn handicaps, 
Mr. WHITNEY has had the satisfac- 
tion of winning the most famous 
of these, though his satisfaction was 
dashed with the thought that he 
won it not with a colt of his own breed- 
ing, but only with one of his own buy- 
ing. He intimates that he reserves the 
right, if he ever thinks a colt of his own 
breeding can win the Derby, to give that 


colt a try for it. But, apart from these 


things, racing on this side is good enough 
for him. 

That is a good hearing. Racing was 
never anywhere a cleaner sport than it 
was made in this country by the found- 
er of Jerome Park, and the gentlemen 
who were associated with him,’ Mr. 
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WITHERS, the LORILLARDsS, the senior 
AuGusT BELMONT, Mr. TRAVERS, and the 
like. It was’ democratized and demoral- 
ized, and made little more than an ad- 
junct to gambling by “sportsmen” of a 
different type. But it has been com- 
pletely rehabilitated since by the efforts 
of such owners as the present Mr. BEL- 
MONT, Mr. KEENE, Mr. WILSON, Mr. 
Mackay, and Mr. WHITNEY himself, un- 
til now there is no country in which an 
owner who races horses for the love of 
the sport can be more sure than he can 
be here and now of a és run for his 
money. That is a considerable achieve- 
ment. 

Mr. WHITNEY’s denial that he has any 
grievance against the English turf or 
that he has ever received anything but 
courtesy and fair play in his experiments 
upon it will also be received with satis- 
faction. It will dispel some unpleasant 
rumors that demanded and deserved an 
authoritative contradiction in an inter- 
est even more important than that ef 
clean and fair horse racing, the interest 
of that good understanding between the 
people who speak English, which is one 
of the most important and hopeful facts 
in the contemporary world.

It is analogous to the 
fact noted by the English press at the 
time of the death of Queen VICTORIA, 
that in the American papers she was 
spoken of uniformly as ‘“ the Queen.” It 
is a feeling not to be defined easily and 
not at all to be mistaken. 

It may be remarked that The Specta- 
tor of Sept. 21 appears with a mourning 
border on its first page, and that the 
articles on the death of President Mc- 
KINLEY and on President ROOSEVELT are 
intelligent, and

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

Terrible as is the loss of American 
lives that resulted from the attack on the 
garrison in the town of Balangiga, Island 
of Samar, it will not divert attention from 
the fact that the rebels were able to catch 
the Americans completely off their guard, 
all unarmed, and thinking of nothing ex- 
cept breakfast, There may be explanatory 
circumstances of sufficient moment to re- 
move the present implication of careless- 
ness or incompetence on the part of one 
or more members of the garrison, but as 
the affair stands in the dispatches now at 
hand, it is not a misfortune, pure and 
simple, but contains an appreciable ele 
ment of humiliation—harsh and hasty crit 
ics might say, of disgrace. We have all 
been very free with comments upon the 
frequency with which British soldiers in 
South Africa have fallen victims to the wily 
tactics of the Boers, and the success of 
the latter in ambushing their foes time 
after time throughout the whole course of 
the war has excited more or less derision, 
even from those of us wha are not in the 
slightest degree infected with Anglopho- 
bia. Now it is an American force that has 
neglected to take, if not any, at least ade- 
quate, precautions, and the emotions cre- 
ated by the tragical result are the more 
unpleasant because this is practically the 
first mishap of the kind to be reported 
from the Philippines since our soidiers 
went there. That our men have surprised 
the natives on innumerable occasions ‘is 
only what was expected, and confers no 
great amount of glory; that the natives 
should have surprised our men even once 
is once too many, and cannot patiently 
be endured. Americans, and _ especially 
American officers, are required to be in- 
telligent as well as brave, and unless the 
forthcoming explanation of the disaster 
at Balangiga is an extremely good one 
the inclination to hold somebody to strict 
responsibility for it will be strong. 


——Habitual tipplers are not. wont to con- 
fess their failing to those from whom they 
can conceal it, and yet circumstances often 
arise when it is right as well as desirable 
that more trustworthy knowledge of a 
given person’s habits should be secured 
than the answers to questions addressed to 
that person will give. Doctors probably 
feel this need oftener than any other class, 
and one of them has recently devised, or 
discovered, a means of satisfying it. The 
means is called Quinquaud's sign, or Quin- 
quaud’s symptom, and the incidental pro- 
cedure is thus described: 

The person under examination is directed to 
straighten the fingers of one hand and spread 
them apart; holding them perpendicular to the 
examiner’s outspread palm, he is then to press 
upon it with the ends of his fingers, using only 
moderate firmness, for it is explained that very 
firm pressure interferes with the test. In the 
course of two or three seconds, if the person is 
a tippler, the examiner perceives crepitation of 
the phalanges, little concussions, as if the bones 
of each finger impinged roughly upon each other. 
The sensation ranges in intensity from that of 
a slight grating to that of actual crashing. 

It is not yet asserted that the phenom- 
enon is never manifested by others than 
those addicted to alcoholic excesses, or by 
all such persons, but it is considered prob- 
able that such is the fact, and it is be- 
lieved that the “sign will be of value as a 
diagnostic measure.” It evidently has other 
possibilities, as well, and we can see no 
reason why the doctors should monopolize 
it, though The New York Medical Journal, 
from which we take the description, hints 
at one when it says: ‘‘ Additional value may 
be ascribed to the sign from the fact that 
it is not known to the general public, so 
that attempts to disguise it are not likely 
to be made.”” Nothing that once gets into 
print, even in publications with so few 
lay readers as the medical papers, can long 
be kept secret, so we have no compunctions 
about revealing the mysteries of the Quin- 
quaud sign. 


——As might have been expected, Presi- 
dent RoosEVELT is not one of the too nu- 
merous Americans who are ever ready to 
extol the public schools as the foundations 
and guardians of our institutions and our 
liberties, but who, when it comes to the 
educating of their own children, contradict 
their preaching by their practice and send 
their offspring to private schools. At 
Oyster Bay the RoosevE.LT children gained 
such knowledge of books and life-as their 
father thought they needed by goihg to the 
school attended by the neighboring chil- 
dren, rich and poor. When their father’s 
Vice Presidential term began two of the 
ROOSEVELT boys entered the Force Public 
School on Massachusetts Avenue, in Wash- 
ington, and now the President of the 
United States has enrolled his third son, 
KERMIT, among, the pupils of the samie 
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broadly hospitable institution. This ts ex- 
actly as it ought to be—not particularly 
creditable, except by contrast with the 
course of those who by implication assert 
that the public schools are only for the 
children of the poor and of those in lowly 
station, but plain, straightforward, thor- 
oughgoing Americanism, and an example 
which cannot fail to disturb the smug self- 
satisfaction of parents whose course draws 
a line of cruelly invidious distinction among 
the children of the land, Presumably the 
Washington school: is a good one; most 
American public schools are good; but if 
it is bad in any respect President Rooss- 
VELT will have a personal interest in 
remedying the evil which he certainly 
would not have if the effects of the evil 
did not fall upon one of his own children. 
Faults in the public schools will never be 
remedied by sending. children to private 
schools. The latter have a legitimate and 
worthy place in our educational system, but 
their proper function is the extension, not 
the replacement, of the public school. 
President Roosxve.t is giving practical 


demonstra‘ion of his belief in that great 
truth. 


AMERICAN AND ENGLISH RACING. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I ‘think it necessary to ask sufficient 
Space to state, in my own way, my reasons 
for withdrawing from racing abroad. The 
publication of the fact was made without 
my knowledge and during my absence from 
town at October Mountain. It Was prema- 
ture and has given rise to incorrect infer- 
ences and conjectures, 

The dominating reason for withdrawing 
my stable from England is the success of 
the efforts of late years to raise the stand- 


ard of racing in this country. Certain gen- 
tlemen have devoted most of their time to 
this work, and I considered it my duty, as 
one who derives great satisfaction from 
horses, to second their efforts in every way. 
It was for this reason that I co-operated 
with them to revive the Saratoga Associa- 
tion and abandoned a contemplated trip 
abroad this Summer. 

The sending of our best horses abroad 
depreciates the quality of the sport at 
nome and diverts needed revenues, which 
should be contributed to enrich our own 
stakes and encourage breeding here. I 
make an exception in my own mind of the 
case in which one has an eligible horse like- 
sy to win one of the classic races like the 
Derby, the Oaks, or the Leger. Winning 
one of these races reflects credit on our 
breeding, and is properly a matter of pride 
to Americans. It is not at all unlikely that 
I may be found trying for one of these 
again, 

The intimation has been made that my 
reason for withdrawing from racing abroad 
was dissatisfaction with the treatment my 
horses received. My main purpose in mak- 
ing this statement is to give an unqualified 
denial to that intimation. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. I have received 
nothing but courtesy and fair treatment 
abroad, 

We Americans have invaded England 
with new methods of training and riding 
and with American-bred horses have won 
e fair share of stakes. It would have been 
perfectly natural if these successes had 
given rise to some jealousy in sporting cir- 
cles, but I have never had evidence of the 
existence of such a feeling. Under these 
circumstances I can think of nothing more 
unsportsmanlike than the criticism these 
suggestions impute to me, of conditions and 
discretions to which all competitors are 
alike subject, be they native or foreign. 

I think I can make my sentiment on this 
point clear, by stating that some months 
ago I announced a! intention, as a mark 
of appreciation of the courtesy which I, a 
single American, have received, and also as 
an expression of my esteem for Lord Will- 
iam Beresford, to ask the Stewards of the 
Jockey Club to place with some benevolent 
racing fund the £6,000 I won as a stake in- 
cident to the Derby. Lord William Beres- 
ford (my partner in the Heath House train- 
ing establishment) took Volodyovski as a 
yearling and developed and raced him as a 
two-year-old. Death alone deprived him of 
the distinction of winning the Derby, so 
highly valued by every true sportsman and 
racing man in England. Some months ago 
I communicated this intention to Lord 
Marcus Beresford, and the delay in execut- 
ing it has been caused only by uncertainty 
as to the most effective method of asso- 


ciating Lord William Beresford’s name 
with the fund. W. C. WHITNEY.

jected to by Gregory V. as a violation of 
the right of free election, without regard 
to personal influence of any kind whatso- 
ever. 

Nor is it exactly the case that 
nroposition has been under consideration 
by a committee for several years.”’ It 
was at the last Diocesan Convention that 
the committee to which you have refer- 
ence in your report was appolmted to take 
the matter into consideration, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to consider the whole 
question of diocesan division and report 
to the next convention. [Inasmuch as the 
Rev. Dr. Huntingdon, who was made the 
chairman of the committee, is absent at 
the General Convention and the Bishop of 
the diocese could not be present as a party 
according to the resolution passed, inter- 
ested in the matter under consideration, I 
asked as the only clerical member of the 
committee present on the floor of the 
house that the committee be continued and 
allowed to report at the next annual con- 
vention.

“THE CIPHER CODE” IS STRONG 


Has Some Defects, but on the Whole Is 
_@ Play That Will Please. 

Despite the fact that its main. situations 
and their ultimate development are highly 
improbable, and notwithstanding crudities 
of construction that at times minimized the 
effect of scenes that otherwise would 
have been dramatic, Charles Klein’s play, 
“The Cipher Code,” which was produced 
last night at the Fourteenth Street Thea- 
tre,-has in it many elements that are likely 
to make it popular. 

It is wrought on lines distinctly melo- 
dramatic. But after so much that is 
anaemic it is agreeable to find again a play 
that,~ whatever its defects—and they are 
not few—is vitalized by the presence. of 
good red blood. Sentiment, too, there is in 
this play—perhaps too much to suit the 
taste of the jaded playgoer, but after all 
there are plenty of persons to whoni the 
old story is ever new. 

Although not as talky as many of the 
plays that are tried and found wanting, 2 


too prolix dialogue is one of its chief faults. 
There is plenty of action and a number of 
tense situations, but Mr. Klein, quite un- 
necessarily, has resorted again and again to 
the old-fashioned soliloquy and asides. And 
thus it happens that, following incidents 
already quite obvious to even a slow-wit- 
ted auditor, the characters are made to ex- 
plain the point of their actions. A conse- 
quent delay in the action simply detracts 
from what might otherwise be effective. 

In providing a vehicle for John FE. Kel- 
lerd’s peculiar abilities the play is service- 
able. Mr. Kellerd has temperament, he 
has learned his art in a school where act- 
ors were more than lay figures for the 
tailor; when to be successful meant some- 
thing more thun the possessing of a small 
line of neatly arranged tricks ready to bo 
produced as ‘the occasion demanded. His 
voice, in quieter moments, is a mellow in- 
strument that is decidedly ‘agreeable. 

In the more impassioned scene of the 
second act where the father, a suave swin- 
dier and all-around blackleg, whose only 
note of tenderness 1s for his daughter, dis- 
covers as he supposes thut the child has 
been betrayed, Mr. Kellérd came danger- 
ously near to ranting last night. But it 
is easy ta conceive that when the nervous- 
ness shall have worn off, When the actor 
and not the situation is the master, Mr. 
Kellerd, in this scene, will provide theatre- 
goers of this «ity with a bit of cmotionai 
acting such as is only too rure in these 
days of «diluted passion on the stage. In- 
deed, there was more than the usual nerv- 
vusness in evidence on the part of all the 
actors last night. and it was especailly 
noticeable in scenes that shoul have been 
playea with the firm light touch of abso- 
lute assurance. 

The story of the play deals with gigantic 
swindles in Wall Street, following the 
stealing and forging of a private paper 
by the President of the United 
States. Whitworth Kingsley, the: Assistant 
Secretary of State, a brother of Kelso, the 
eriminal, is implicated through a chain of 
circumstances. But the real purtner of 
Ketso in the crime is Robert Hnderby. a 
brother of Kate, who is in love with the 
young Assistant Secretary. It can readily 
be imagined how this arrangement of char- 
acters can make for complications. There 
is a subsidiary love story involving several 
young people, and serving to introduce, for” 
too brief a moment, a well-drawn churacter 
sketch of a good-hearted society girl, played 
with delighttul breeziness by Mrs. Kuss 
Whytal. . 

There is no delay in the unfolding of the 
story. The first curtain falls with, the 
characters and their purposes well dif- 
ferentiated. The main theme has been suf- 
fiently developed to make it clear, and@ the 
unfolding may be watched with no unneces- 
sary complexity. 

At least one situation has something of 
tiovelty. In the moment of the father's 
grief the girl displays the plain gold band 
that brings with it the knowledge that 
there has been a marriage.

his many acts of kindness, the mortgage 
made by himself and wife in favor of Mar- 
garet Miln, now owned by me.”

Henry S. White. 

Henry S. White, ex-United States Dis- 
trict Attorney, with offices in Jersey City, 
and Past Commander’of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, Department of New Jer- 
sey, died at his home in Red Bank, N, J., 
Sunday night of typhoid fever. He was 
fifty-six years old. 

Mr. White was born at Red Bank, his 
father being the late Isaac P. White. He 

yas graduated from the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, New York, at the age 
of twenty, and then enlisted in the Army 
of the James, making an excellent record, 
both in, the hospitals and at the front. 
When he returned from the war he prac- 
ticed medicine for a few years, afterward 
studying law at the Columbia Law School, 
New York. In 1870 he was admitted to 
the New York bar as attorney and coun- 
selor-at-law. He was admitted to the New 
Jersey bar in 1872, since which time he nad 
practiced his profession in Jersey City. 
From 1878 to 1882 he was Assistant Col- 
lector of the Port of New York, being lo- 
cated in Jersey City. In 1890 he received 
the appointment as United States District 
Attorney for New Jerse¥Y. In 1888 he was 
a delegate to the National Republican Con- 
vention at Chicago which nominated Ben- 
jamin Harrison for President. 

For three years past he had been Chair- 
man of the Monmouth County Republican 
Executive Committee. He was a Director 
of the Hudson County National Bank, and 
Navesink National Bank of Red Bank, and 
attorney for a number of well-known cor- 
porations. Six years ago he was elecred 
Commander of the Grand Army of the 
Republic of New Jersey. A widow, who 
is a daughter of the late Judge Amzi Mc- 
Lean of Freehold, and a daughter, Miss 
Margaretta, survive him. 


Andrew Ellicott Douglass. 

Andrew Ellicott Douglass of 9 East Fifty- 
fourth Street died yesterday. He was in 
his eighty-second year. Mr. Douglass was 
best known to the world of science. He 
was born in West Point, N. Y., Nov. 18, 
1819, and was the son of Major D. B. Doug- 
lass, whose wife was a daughter of An- 
drew Ellicott, professor of mathematics at 
West Point. He graduated at Kenyon Col- 
lege in 18388 and received his degree of A. 
M. in 1841. 

Mr. Douglass engaged in business in 1839 

in New York in the concern which became 
the Hazard Powder Company. He became 
Fresident in 1867 and retired in 1876. After 
his retirement he devoted a great deal of 
his time to the exploration of Indian re- 
mains in this country, especially in Florida. 
He spent ten Winters on the Florida coast 
locating and excavating many Indian 
mounds. He made a collection of over 22,- 
0UU archaeological specimens, now exhibited 
in the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. 
_ Mr. Douglass was a member of the Amer- 
ican Society of Natural History, the Cen- 
tury Association, the Church Club, Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, the Numismatic 
and Archaeological, the Linnaean, Ethno- 
logical, and American Geological Societies, 
and of the Anthropological Societies o 
W ashington and Paris. In 1847 Mr. Doug- 
lass married Sarah Cortelyou Cornell. Isa- 
bel, the wife of Charles Boyd Curtis, was 
their only child. 


Major James M. Bermingham. 

Major James M. Bermingham, aged fifty- 
nine years, General Treasurer of the Na- 
tional Home for Disabled Volunteer Sol- 
diers, died at the Richardson’ House, Sea 
Cliff, Long Island, Sunday. The cause of 
his death was spinal meningitis. 

Major Bermingham was born in King’s 
Court, County Cavan, Ireland, coming to 
this country early in life.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The State De- 
partment has been notified that the Sultan 
of Turkey nas appointed Alexander R. 
— Honarary Consul General of the 

rkish Government at New York. 

Besides having honored Mr. Webb with 
this position, which is permanent, the 


Sultan has bestowed the decoration of the 
Medal of Merit on him. 


Alexander Russell Webb was born in 
Hudson, N. Y., fifty-four years ago. He 


was a jeweler in Chicago at the time of 
the great fire, when he lost his estabiish- 
ment. Coming to New York, he was eme 
ployed by Tiffany & Co. Afterward he 
published a weekly paper in Unionville, 
Mo., and later was connected with various 
papers in Chicago and St. Louis. 

In 1887 Mr. Webb was appointed United 
States Consul at Manila, and while there 
became interested in Mohammedanism. 
He entered into correspondence with leade- 
ing Mohammedans in Bombay, and finally 
resigned his post in order to go to Indla. 
In 1893 he was sent by some influential 
Mussulmans to the United States as @ 
Mohammedan missionary.

The 
steadiness brought in scattered demand from 
shorts, which, with the seaboard clearances of 


926,000 bushels wheat and flour, provided the 
principal bullish influences of the day aside 


from the fact that Broomhall reported Russian 
figures much smaller than last week, although 
official figures showed about 200,000 bushels less. 
World's shipments, as a whole, because of large 
exports from this country, had a bearish influ- 
ence, reaching 9,622,000 bushels, compared with 
7,544,000 bushels a week ago. The decrease of 
640,000 bushels in the amount on passage was 
easily offset by other figures, and was, besides 
considerably smaller than last week’s reduction, 
Domestic visible supply figures increased 2,679, -

THE GOVERNMENT’S FINANCES. 


Secretary Gage Says that Business Con- 
ditions Are Much Better than They 
Were Expected to Be. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 30.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Gage, who is staying a few days 
at the home of his son in Evanston, before 
going to Colorado to spend his vacation, 
said to-day in regard to the present large 
surplus in the Treasury: 

“The decrease in the expenditures ¢f the 
Government, however, is a salient factor 
in the increase in the surplus in the last 
three months. From June 30, 1901, to Sept. 
26, the revenue amounted to $136,000,000. 
The expenditures during this time were 
$121,000,000. This left an excess of nearly 
$15,000,000, 

“During the same period in 1900 the re- 
eceipts were $139,000,000, and the, expendi- 
tures the same. Of course, the fact must 
be taken into consideration that the reve- 
nue for the last three months was under 
the lowered schedule, so that the $136,000,000 
receipts this year represents a _ larger 
amount of business transacted than during 
the same time last year, when the $150,- 
000,000 was received. 

“It was estimated when the present re- 
vised revenWe law was put in force on July 
1 that the revenue receipts irom ail 
sources would fall off some #£410,000,000 by 
reason of the reductions made. If that had 
been realized the receipts since that time 
would have been $7,500,000 iess, or $123,- 
500,000. Notwithstanding the reduction in 
taxes, the receiBts have diminished Ly less 
than $3,000,000 from what they were a year 
ago, while the expenditures have decreased 
by over $17,000,000 for the same pcriod. 

“Up to the present time, !iowever, the 
accumulation of money in the Treasury, 
which would be the natural effect at this 
time, has been more than overcome by the 
purchase of bonds in the open market by 
the Government. During the last three 
months there have been bought bonds hav- 
ing a face value of $19,500,000, for which 
over $24,000,000 was paid. The actual cash 
in the Treasury has thus been reduced, and 
the present excess of revenues over ex- 
penditures taken care of for the time be- 
ing."’

THE VANDERBILT STOCKS. 


The only reason for the decline in the 
Vanderbilt stocks yesterday was an 4at« 
tack made upon the'Vanderbilt reorganiza- 
tion plan now under consideration, and the 
declaration that were it to be carried 
through it would be tantamount to highway 
robbery, with the New York Central and 
Lake Shore stockholders the chief sufe 
ferers. In the belief, apparently, that this 
attack might have deterrent or detrimen- 
tal effect upon the project many holders of 
the several ‘“‘ Junior’’ Vanderbilt securi- 
ties hastened to throw them overboard, thug 
breaking the,prices rather sharply. 

On the break brokers usually acting for 
Vanderbilt interests appeared as buyers, 
promptly rallying Nickel Plate common 
from 52 to 54; New York Central from 156} 
to 157144; Lake Erie and Western from 69 
to 70, and Big Four from 95 to 95% Al 
the stocks, however, closed below Satur- 
day’s final figures. 

Interests close to W. K. Vanderbilt wera 
in no way alarmed at the attack and lower 
prices yesterday, and said they were con 
fident that the deal as Mr. Twombly is 
understood to be perfecting it will go suce 
cessfully through. 


STEEL AND SUGAR. 


Because of two disquieting suggestions-~ 
one, that despite promises there might be 
no dividend declaration on United States 
Steel common stock to-day, but that it 
would be postponed; the other, that there 
was a difference of opinion in the manage 
ment as to the advisability of publishing 
a statement of earnings at this time—the 
stocks of the Steel Trust were yesterday 
under more or less pressure. They wera 
given good support, however, and closed 
above the low figures of the day, thouga 
each showed a fractional decline. Apropos 
of the depressing reports, it can be said 
with authority that the common, as well 
as the preferred dividend, will be declared 
to-day, while there is every assurance alsa 
that a statement of the company’s finan< 
cial position will be forthcoming at the 
conclusion of the meeting. 

In Sugar there was a “tip” out early in 
the day—coming. “ straight from Standard 
Oil sources,’’ so the story ran—to sell tha 
stock. The “tip’’ worked to the extent 
that the security declined from 1234 to 
120, rallying to and closing at 121%, a net 
decline of 1% points. Most of the selling, 
however, was for the short account, while 
the buying seemed to come from the very 
interests who were most insistent that the 
stock should be sold. 


THE ARGUMENT OF ABUSE. 


Yesterday’s Stock Exchange quota- 
tions were interesting in a variety of 
ways, but in no wise more interesting 
than as reflective of the influence of at- 
tacks upon value through attacks upon 
individuals. The Vanderbilt railway is- 
sues had conspicuousness; they were all 
day under assault; all the professional 
speculative crowd were violent against 
them. And they declined. It was among 
the day’s free and easy declarations that 
insiders were selling Canada Southern, 
Nickel Plate, and the other Junior Van- 
derbilt stocks, and that recent represen- 
tations of their improving prospects were 
false. Such statements were among the 
milder ones. What commanded more at- 
tention was the loud insistence that Mr. 
W. K. Vanderbilt and his associates were 
engaged in a project of deceit; that Van- 
derbilt insiders were trying to fool the 
public. 

Some of the attacks were merely vul- 
gar; others had studied effort at effect 
beyond the immediate present. One dec- 
laration was that Mr. H. McK. Twombly 
was a professional falsifier, and another 
had it that Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt could 
not approve consolidation of the Van- 
derbilt properties without being guilty 
of “thieving.” This attack upon the 
Vanderbilt list was so bitter that Wall 
Street stood amazed, inclining to the ap- 
prehension that something much out of 
the ordinary was involved. And, quite 
naturally, many stocks were dislodged. 
Net changes for the day show declines 
for all the Vanderbilt list. How far is 
this sensible, or fair, or possibly lasting? 

In the general market recently the con- 
spicuous strength of the Vanderbilt 
stocks has been readily remarked; it 
has been chief of market features: while 
other things could be marked down, the 
Vanderbilts stood strong, stalwart, buoy- 
ant. And that had to be changed if 
bear market performances were to pro- 
ceed. Hence the necessity for attack 
upon Vanderbilt values. 

But the manner of this attack prom- 
ises to defeat itself. The men whose in- 
telligence, energy, and courage have 
made the Vanderbilt properties impor- 
tant, given to them leadership, are not 
petty persons subject to extinction by 
epithet. H. McK. Twombly is scarcely 
more a professional distributor of false- 
hood than is William K. Vanderbilt bent 
on thievery. To assault those men and 
their colleagues with billingsgate is a 
stock market “argument” of curious 
sort.

BIG HOTEL ON ST.CLOUD’S SITE { COAL-LADEN SCHOONER ASHORE. 


New Structure to be Eighteen Stories 
High and to Cost About 
$2,000,000. 


The project for a new hotel on the St. 
Cloud site at the southeast corner of 
Broadway and Forty-second Street, a deai 
which has been in negotiation for several 
months, is assuming definite form. Some 
minor details have yet to be arranged, but 
all of the essential terms of the transac- 
tion have been agreed upon, and’ some for- 
mal announcement in regard to it will prob- 
ably be forthcoming within a few days. 

J. ©. Pennock and others of Philadelphia 
are the prospective lessees of the St. Cloud 
site from John Jacob Astor. The lease 
will be made for a term of twenty-one 
years, with privileges for two renewals for 
a similar period, The lessees will erect on 
the property a hotel probably eighteen 
stories in height, for which plans have 
already been prepared by Architect Bruce 
Price. These plans will have to be ap- 
proved by architects representing Col. As- 
tor, and for this work the firm of Trow- 
bridge & Livingston has been chosen. In 
fact, the formal closing of the transaction 
awaits only this approval of the plans, 
The new hotel will probably cost in the 
neighborhood of $2,000,000. No details were 
obtainable yesterday as to the exact terms 
of the ground lease, 

The St. Cloud property has frontages of 
100 feet on Broadway and 175 feet on 
Forty-second Street, with an “L” ex- 
tending to Forty-first Street. A unique 
feature of the new structure will be its 
direct connection in the basement with the 
underground railroad, which at that_point 
curves over toward the south side of Forty- 
second Street, just before ays around 
into Broadway. In making this curve, the 
road really trespasses upon the Astor prop- 
erty, but it is said that this fact will be 
overlooked in view of the concession to be 
made by the tunnel builders in affording 
access to the railroad from the hotel base- 
ment. Work will be begun upon the hotel 
in the near future in order that the dis- 
turbed condition of Forty-second Street 
may not be continued any longer than is 
absolutely necessary. 


COL. GARDINER’S DISPUTED BILL. 


Stipulation that He Was to Receive $25 
a Day Produced.’ 


There was no further argument before 
Justice Andrews in the Supreme Court 
yesterday upon the question of allowing 
ex-District Attorney Gardiner’s bill of $150 
for services as referee in distributing a 
surplus of $2,800 under foreclosure sale. 

The bill on last Wednesday was disputed 
by Lawyer E. R. Vollmer, counsel for Mrs. 
Mary A. Wynne, a dressmaker, who had 
to pay the referee out of her award of 
$650. Mr. Vollmer then declared that the 
referee was entitled to only $20 for two 
hearings at the legal rate of $10 a hearing. 
Ex-Assistant District. Attorney Schwarz- 


a declared that Col. Gardiner had a 
written stipulation that he was to be paid 
$25 per day. Mr. Schwarzkopf appeared 
before Justice Andrews yesterday and pro- 
duced the stipulation, Later Mr. Schwarz- 
kopf said: 

“Col. Gardiner’s bill was not unusual. 
It is the practice of members of the bar of 
high standing to stipulate before acting as 
referee that they are to receive more than 
the amount fixed by law. Some lawyers 
receive as much as $50 an day. Justice 
Andrews requested that Col. Gardiner ap- 
pear before him personally to certify that 
he was ae six days on the matter, 
and this the latter will do.”’ 


HAS NOT RESIGNED YET. 


Capt. Bleecker Says He May Not Leave 
the Seventy-first Regiment. 


Capt. Anthony James Bleecker has not 
resigned from the Seventy-first Regiment. 
“T have not,"’ said Capt. Bleecker yes- 
terday, ‘‘sent in my resignation from the 
regiment and may not do it.’”’ \ 
He refused to recognize or discuss any 
stories or rumors concerning himself and 
the regiment, or to qualify or amplify 
what he said about his resignation. 
‘*Capt. Bleecker’s resignation,’’ said one 
of his friends, ‘“‘ has not been handed in, 


so that the report that he has left the Sev- 
enty-first is, at least, premature, His res- 
ignation is in his own hands and will re- 
main there, in all probability, for some 
time. The night of the McKinley memorial 
parade he told his men—the short muster 
of that night of Company G had nothing to 
do with it, as it was due to the orders to 
assemble at the armory not being forwarded 
to them—that he was going to resign. He 
made this announcement the day before to 
For a couple of years he has in- 
timated this intention. He is tired of the 
service in that his regimental duties inter- 
fere with his business. . 

“Talk of Company G being split up is 
nonsense. It is a unit, and since Capt. 
Bleecker’s announcement of his intention 
to resign he has been so entreated to re- 
main in the regiment by his men and oth- 
ers that the question is held in abeyance 
by him. He will probably stay. I ought 
to add that Capt. Bleecker’s relations with 
Col. Bates are of the best.’’ ‘ 


The Hannah F. Carleton May Be Total 
Loss—Crew Taken Off. 

The schooner ,Hannah F. Carleton of 
Bangor, Me., Capt. Hardy, bound from 
South Amboy to Bangor with 300 tons of 
soft coal, went ashore last night at Flynn's 
Knoll, off Sandy Hook. 

Distress signals were set, and Capt. Pat- 
terson of the Sandy Hook Life Saving Sta- 


tion went to the vessel's assistance with a 
lifeboat and crew. They took Capt. Hardy, 
his wife, and child and the crew of five 
men off. The vessel is likely to prove a 
total loss. 

The Carleton was built in Pembroke, Me., 
in 1884. She is 225 gross tons. She is 
108.3 feet long and 380 feet beam. Her 
ozaee is Rowland W. Stewart of Bangor,

LEGAL NOTES. 


QUESTION OF CONTRIBUTORY NEGLIGENCE. 
—George Z. Taylor was injured while 
alighting from a New York Central train 
at Clyde, N. Y. On the trial of his action 
for damages, he gave evidence tending to 
show that the train was at rest when he 
attempted to alight, and that while he 
was descending the steps of the car, it 
suddenly started. The railroad company’s 
testimony tended to show that the train 
had stopped, but had started again, and 
was actuaily in motion when the plaintiff 
left his seat in the car and attempted to 
alight. The Fourth Appellate Division, on 


an appeal from a judgment for the plain- 
tiff on a verdict for $1,500, holds that it 
was not error for the court to refuse to 
charge that if the plaintiff knew that the 
train was in motion when he attempted to 
alight he was guilty of contributory negli- 
gence, as, except under unusual conditions, 
the question of contributory negligence in 
such a case must be submitted to the jury. 
‘There may be circumstances,’”’ says Jus- 
tice Rumsey, for the court, “ under which 
it might be contributory negligence as a 
matter of law for a passenger to attempt 
to alight from a moving train, but that 
cannot always be the case. If the train 
has just started and is moving slowly, a 
prudent man would not hesitate to get off, 
and except where the train is moving rap- 
idly, or where the situation of the train 
or the condition of the man is unusual, the 
question whether it is contributory negli- 
gence to attempt to alight from a moving 
train must be left to the jury.’’ A short 
time before the accident, the evidence 
showed, the conductor of the train had 
an altercation with a passenger who was 
sitting with the plaintiff. Just before the 
train reached the station at which the ac- 
cident happened, the conductor asked an- 
other passenger whether he was going to 
get off at such station, and then said to 
him: ‘“‘ You want to be ready to get off; I 
will get even with those fellows.’’ This 
testimony, the Court holds, was incompe- 
tent, as such declaration was not a part 
of the res gestae. Presiding Justice Adams 
and Justice Spring dissented. 
.¢ 

DESTRUCTION OF BUILDINGS BY A MosB.— 
In an action by Charles D. Marshall, as 
trustee, against the City of Buffalo to re- 
cover damages for the destruction of his 
buildings by a mob, it is held, by the 
Fourth Appellate Division, that evidence 
that the mob proceeded to accomplish its 
purpose as peaceably as possible, and was 
not disposed to do any violence other than 
it did, and that it bore no malice toward the 
plaintiff or any one else, but simply de- 
sired to possess itself of the material, to 
which it had no right, of which the build- 
ings were constructed, does not affect the 


plaintiff’s right to recover. Justice Rum- 
sey, giving the Court's opinion, says: ‘‘ The 
evidence on the part of the defendant was 
addressed simply to showing that there 
was no actual fighting or unnecessary 
noise or rioting on the part of the persons 
who destroyed this property. There is no 
dispute as to the fact that it was destroyed 
unlawfully. No one claimed that any per- 
mission to do so had actually been given, 
although there was some evidence tending 
to show that some one had told the mob 
that they might destroy the property and 
take away the material of which it was 
composed. The only effect of-the evidence 
offered by the defendant, so far as we can 
see, was that the mob proceeded to accom- 
plish the purpose for which they were gath- 
ered there as peaceably as might be in the 
absence of any opposition to their course. 
This, however, we do not regard as very 
material evidence, when it appears that no 
attempt was made by the police or any one 
else to prevent the carrying out by the mob 
of their intention. The utmost that can be 
claimed for this evidence is that an infer- 
ence arises that the mob was not disposed 
to do any violence other than what they 
did do in this particular case, and that they 
had no malice toward the plaintiff or any 
one else, but simply a desire to ssess 
themselves of the material of which the 
buildings were made and which they had 
no right to.’’

SCANNELL’S PLEA SUCCESSFUL 


Indictments Against Him Dismissed— 
Special Counsel’s Appearance Be- 
fore the Grand Jury De- 


clared Illegal. 

Justice Gildersleeve, sitting in the extraor- 
dinary term of the Criminal Branch of the 
Supreme Court, yesterday dismissed the in- 
dictments against Fire Commissioner John 
J. Scannell and William L. Marks. 

Commissioner Scannell had been indicted 
both for neglect of duty and for conspiracy 
with Marks in the purchase of supplies for 
the department. 

The grounds for the dismissal as laid 
down by the Justice were based on the ir- 
regularity of retaining Samuel H. Ordway 
as special counsel to appear before the 
Grand Jury. While no official statement 
could be obtained from District Attorney 
Philbin last night, it was generally under- 
stood that instead of resubmitting the evi- 
dence in his possession to a new Grand 
Jury, hé would appeal from the decision 
of Justice Gildersleeve. 

In part the opinion of the Justice is as 
follows: 

“The principal irregularity urged as a 
challenge is as follows: That one Samuel 
H. Ordway, an attorney at law, was per- 
mitted to represent the District Attorney 
during the sessions of the Grand Jury 
while the charges embraced therein were 
under consideration, otherwise than as pro- 
vided in Sections 262, 263, and 264 of the 
code of criminal procedure. 

“It is not denied that Mr. Samuel H. 
Ordway was present and conducted the 
cases against these defendants before the 
Grand Jury, examined the witnesses, and 
advised the Grand Jury upon the questions 
which arose. Mr. Ordway was not the Dis- 
trict Attorney, he was not an Assistant 


District Attorney, he was not the court, he 
was not a witness. He was special coun- 
sel employed by the District Attorney. We 
must therefore meet the question: Has the 
District Attorney a right in the absence of 
statutory authority to delegate to a private 
attorney the power and duty which the law 
imposes upon him? 

“ The pet and duties imposed by law 
upon public officials that require the exer- 
cise of judgment and discretion in their 
performance cannot be delegated, without 
express legislative authority. It was illegal 
for Mr. Ordway, as special counsel, to as- 
sume the powers and duties of the District 
Attorney. In directing Mr. Ordway to at- 
tend before the Grand Jury the District 
Attorney undertook, without legislative 
sanction, to delegate to a private individual 
the most grave official duties imposed upon 
him as an officer. This conduct was not 
in accordance with the express provisions 
of the law, and it was contrary to the 
spirit and policy of the law. 

‘*In view of the conclusion I have reached 
{t becomes unnecessary to consider the 
claims of the defendants that the Grand 
pury was influenced in the findings of the 
indictment by incompetent and illegal ev- 
idence. The same remark is true of the 
defendants’ claim that the conspiracy in- 
dictment was not found and presented as 
prescribed in Sections 268 and 272 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure.”’ 4

“BOY REPULSES HIS MOTHER. 


Mrs. Francis J. Oakes’s Suit to Get Pos- 
session of Her Child—Her Hus- 
band’s Action for Divorce. 

A boy’s rejection of the advances of his 
mother served to make a scene in Part IL., 
Special Term of the Supreme Court, yes- 
terday. The mother is Mrs. Adeline Estelle 
Sullivan Oakes, who, pending divorce pro- 
ceedings instituted against her, sought to 
have the custody of her son, Paul Sullivan 

Oakes, nine years old. 

The father, Francis J. Oakes, is a mem- 
ber of the Oakes Manufacturing Company, 
and is considered a wealthy man. He has 
had the care of the child for some time, 
and his wife finally applied to the Supreme 
Court for a writ of habeas corpus. This 
was to have been decided yesterday before 
Justice Andrews. 

Paul, with his father, was in court early. 


Mrs. Oakes came in with her counsel a 
few minutes later. Justice Andrews had 
not yet taken his seat on the bench. Mrs. 
Oakes saw her son as soon as she entered 
the courtroom. 

“ Paul! Paul! My darling! ’’ she cried, as 
she rushed up to him. 

“Go ’way,” he said. 

‘Oh! Paul! Do you refuse to kiss me?”’ 
exclaimed Mrs. Oakes. 

‘*Go away and let me alone,” answered 
the lad as he pushed his mother from him. 

Then Mrs, Oakes became hysterical. At 
this point Justice Andrews arrived. He 
at once began to listen to the argument of 
counsel in the habeas corpus proceedings. 

Counsel for Mr. Oakes declared that on 
one occasion Mrs. Oakes had beaten the 
lad severely because he would not promise 
to keep a secret for her. 

Mr. Oakes’s counsel then told how his 
client had er his wife with large sums 
of money, which had been wasted. He 
claimed that Mr. Oakes had given her a 
residence at Steinway, L. I., worth $44,000 
and a Summer home in Maine valued at 
$20,000. 

After considerable argument Justice An- 
drews granted counsel for Mrs. Oakes until 
to-day to file additional affidavits in her 
favor. 

Mr. Oakes obtained a divorce from his 
first wife, Luella C. Oakes, a cousin of 
the present Mrs. Oakes, Dec. 14, 1894.
